Nov. 17.—Justice C har­ 
les E. Hughes of the Vnited States 
suprem e court T uesday for the second 
tim e w ithin three m onths made plain 
he is not and will not be a candidate 
for the Republican presidential nom ­ 
ination. 
He insists that his nam e be dropped 
front all consideration in connection 
with the presidency. 
He will not re­ 
sign from the suprem e court bench 
and, it was stated Tuesday, is ready 
to issue a formal Statem ent that he 
would

accept 
the 
nom ination 
should 
the 
Republican 
convention 
nam e him as the party standard bear­ 
er. 
The irrevocable decision of Justice 
»Hughes, as he m ade it known, seem s 
l i k e l y to have a profound effect on 
the outcome of the national conven­ 
tion. 
By elim inating him self from all con­ 
sideration, Justice 
H ughes compels 
R epublican leaders, 
particularly the 
Progressive leaders west of the M iss­ 
issippi river, to reform th eir plans. 
T he developm ents of T uesday were

17.-—Over three 
million persons in Belgium and N orth­ 
ern France, mostly women and young 
children, must b e clothed and shod 
b y Christmas. 
If the garments and 
shoes for these destitute people are 
not forthcoming at once, their suffer­ 
ings during the winter will b ecome 
desperate. 
Such Is the note of an urgent ap­ 
peal Issued to the people of the Unit­ 
ed StateH b y the Commission for Re­ 
lief in Belgium. 
The New York com­ 
mittee have received from •Herb ert 
Hoover, chairman of the commission, 
the following statement: 
“It appears to me that it is neces­ 
sary for us to 
go frankly 
to the 
American people and 
ask 
them to 
clothe the destitute in the occupied 
areas 
of 
Belgium 
and 
'Northern 
France during the coming winter. 
“There are nine million people in 
these areas 
and of these over one- 
third arc now either wholly or par­ 
tially destitute and are today receiv­ 
ing their food either wholly or par 
tially without payment. 
“As you know we have set up econ­ 
omic measures b ased on the ab ility of 
a portion of the population to pay 
for its food which, with the contrib u­ 
tions of other countries, enab les us 
for the present to find the b are mini­ 
mum of food supplies for the whole 
nine million people, b ut we have no 
reserves with which to provide cloth­ 
ing for the destitute. 
We now plead 
for help on their b ehalf. 
“Even if these nine million people 
had money they 
could 
not import 
clothes, or the raw 
materials with 
which to manufacture them, through 
the b lockade Into an area under mili­ 
tary occupation. 
While 
the 
b etter 
classes have some clothing with which 
they can get along, the destitute are 
composed 
of 
the 
working classes 
which naturally had little reserves of 
clothing when the war b roke out. The 
only additions they 
have 
received 
since then have b een the generous 
contrib ui ions from America, Canada 
and elsewhere. 
By Christmas time 
all the clotliing 
which we 
have in 
mr various estab lishments will b e ex 
hausted. 
It is a certainty that the undue I 
exposure 
of underclad men. women I 
and children to the b itter winter will 
greatly 
increase 
mortality. 
The 
lothing for these people can b e pro­ 
vided only if we receive gift supplies 
for the purpose. 
We 
must 
depend 
upon the American people.”

rub b er prices is certain to b e follow­ 
ed b y an advance in the manufactured 
article.

A director in one of the smaller tire 
concerns, \\ hioh has b een very suc­ 
cessful this year, says. 
"Crude rub ­ 
b er of the plantation grade has ad­ 
vanced to 68 cents a 
pound, 
which 
means an advance of ab out 10 cents 
a pound during the last few weeks. 
The price of fab ric used in the manu­ 
facture of tires Is up at least 25 per 
cent from the price of the early part 
of the year.

crude materials can continue for any 
length of time without manufacturers 
advancing their prices

S1 T.OOsT ASSESSMENTS 
rot WORK ON STREETS 


Canton. Nov. 1 7 —Property owners 
in Canton will have to pay into the 
county treasurer's office a p p r o x i m a t e ­ 
ly $17,000 in special assessments for 
street improvements with their De­ 
cember taxes or their taxes will not 
be taken, if the instructions given by 
Prosecutor Snyder to ( ounty 
1 reas- 
urer Coldren are carried out. 
l^ st sum mer former County Treas­ 
urer Ake turned over to Prosecutor 
Snyder a list of property owners who 
are delinquent with about $17.000 ;n 
assessm ents which were due last De­ 
cember. 
Ake had sent out a num­ 
ber of letters to the delinquents urg­ 
ing them to pay the assessments but 
manv made no response 
The list of 
delinquents then was turned over to 
Prosecutor Snyder. 
Former T reasur­ 
er Ake held that the only way pay­ 
ment of the special assessments could 
he enforced was by bringing suit for 
their collection in court against the 
individual property owners 


Columbus, Nov, 17.—Teachers and 
union labor men throughout the state 
will be interested in the ruling of the 
supreme court holding that School 
Superintendent J. \L H Frederick, of 
Cleveland, was not guilty of contempt 
of court in refusing to reinstate six 
teachers whom he discharge-; for join­ 
ing a teachers* union. 
The case ha» 
been before the courts for more than 
a year and reached the supreme court 
twice. The decision of the high court 
will be reported, and this will show 
the grounds 
on which 
the court 
reached its csnelusum. 


Equally im portant were- two other 
decisions by the supreme court Thurs­ 
day. In one it was held that it is not 
bootlegging 
or a violation 
of the 
liquor laws for a liquor house to »hip 
liquor into dry territory, provided it 
is bought and paid for in wet terri­ 
tory. This decision was given in the 
case of Harry Bkyer, president af a 
[Columbus distilling 
company, 
who 
was prosecuted for shipping liquor to 
Marysville, dry territory' 
In the other cas,e 
the court 
held 
that when the legislature transferred 
enforcement of the narcotic law* from 
the state pharmacy board to the state 
agricultural 
departm ent 
the 
law 
against the illegal sale of morphine 
was not invalidated. 
One result of 
this holding 
is that Dr. 
Jam es H. 
I-athrop, of Toledo, must pay a flue 
of $150 and serve Are m onths in jail 
for selling morphine contrary to law
